THE CHARACTER OF PESIDENT LINCOLN. 

The Rev. H. Fowler of Auburn, N. Y., 
in his Thanksgiving sermon, drew the 
following picture of the President, which 
will be recognized as a striking portrait 
in many particulars : 

The progress of the President illustrates 
the progress of the people. Arthur Stat- 
ley speaks of Samuel the prophet as media- 
tor between the old and the new in Jewish 
history. His two-sided sympathy enabled 
him to unite the passing and the coming 
epoch. Such an epoch of perplexity, tran- 
sition and change is not often witnessed. 
In every such passage of a nation there 
ought to be a character like that of Sam- 
uel. Misunderstood and misrepresented 
at the time ; attacked from both sides ; 
charged with not going far enough and 
with going too far ; charged with saying 
too much and saying too little, he slowly, 
conscientiously and honestly works out 
the mighty problem. He was not a founder 
of a new state of things like Moses ; he 
was not a champion of the existing order 
of things like Elijah. He stood between 
the two; between the living and the dead; 
between the past and the present; be- 
tween the old and the new; with that 
sympathy for each which at such a period 
is the best hope for any permanent solu- 
tion of the questions which torment it. 
His duty is carefully to distinguish be- 
tween that which is temporal and that 
which is eternal. He has but little praise 
from partisans ; but is the careful healer, 
binding up the wounds of the age in spite 
of itself—the good surgeon, knitting to- 
gether the dislocated bones of the dis- 
jointed times. 

Such a man was Samuel among the 
Jews ; such a man was Athanasius among 
the early Christians ; such a man is Abra- 
ham Lincoln in thisday. The explanation 
for his every act is this: He executes 
the will of the people. He represents a 
controlling majority. If he be slow it is 
because the people are slow. If he have 
done a foolish act, it was the stupidity of 
the people which impelled it. His wisdom 
consist in carrying out the good sense of 
the nation. His growth in political knowl- 
edge, his steady movement toward emanci- 
patidn, are but the growth and movement 
of the national mind. Indeed, in character 
and culture he is a fair representative of 
the average American. His awkward 
speech and yet more awkward silence, 
his uncouth manners, his grammer self- 
taught and partly forgotten, his style 
miscellaneous, concreted from the best 
authors like a reading book and yet often- 
times of Saxon force and classic purity ; 
hig humor an argument and his logic a 
joke, both unseasonable at times and 
irresistable always; his questions answers 
and his answers questions; his guesses 
prophesies, and fulfillment ever beyond 
his promise ; honest yet shrewd, simple 
yet reticent ; heavy. and yet energetic ; 
never despairing and never sanguine ; 
careless in forms, conscientious in essen- 
tials ; never sacrificing a good servant 
once trusted, never deserting 4 ar prin- 
ciple once adopted; not afraid of new 
ideas, not despising old ones ; Improving 
opportunities to confess mistakes ; ready 
to learn, getting at facts, doing nothing 
when he knows not what to do ; hesitating | 
at nothing when he sees the right; lacking 
the recognized qualifications of a party 
leader, and yet leading his party as no 
other mh can; sustaining his political 
enemies in Missouri to their defeat, sus- 


their victory ; conservative in his sympa- 
thies and radical in his acts ; Socratic in 
his style and Baconian in his method ; his 
religion consisting in truthfulness, tem- 

erance, —e good people to pray for 

im, and publicly scknowied fing in events 
the hand of God, he tenis ba ore you as 
the type of “Brother Jonathan,” a not 


perfect man and yet more precious than 
fine gold. 


SKETCH or THE Hoy. Senvyter 
The Hon. Schuyler Colfax, the newly 
elected Speaker of the United States House 
of Representatives, was born in this city 
on the 23d of March, 1823. He is a de- 
scendant of Gen. Schuyler and Captain 
Colfax, both of Revolutionary fame. At 
the age of thirteen he removed into Ind., 
where he traveled much with the Hon. 
Mr. Lane, during his political canvass, and 
where he learned the trade of a printer. 
A widow’s son, a poor boy, he educated 
himself for a life of labor, and made up for 
his lack of collegiate tuition by his perse- 
verance and courage. 

About the year 1843, he became the 
proprietor of a newspaper known as the 
South Bend Register, and after a short time’ 
was somewhat popular as an editor. In 
connection with his profession he took a 
very active part in the politics of Indiana, 
and in 1848 was appointed a delegate to 
the Whig National Convention of that 
year. During 1850 he was a member of 
the Indiana Constitutional Convention, and 
in 1852 was again selected as a delegate 
to the Whig National Convention for the 
nomination of a President of the U. States. 

He was elected a Representative in the 
Thirty-fourth United States Congress for 
the State of Indiana during the year 1854, 
and was chosen from the Ninth District of 
his State, succeeding the Hon. Norman 
Eddy. He took his seat on the 3d of Dec., 
1855, and since that date has continued to 
hold his position as Representative of the 
Ninth District of Indiana. He was chosen 
during the sitting of the Thirty-fifth Con- 
gress as the Chairman of the Committee 
on Post-offices and Post Roads, and held 
this office for two terms. He was also 
selected as one of the Regents of the 
Smithsonian Institute during the Session 
of 1861-2, and still holds the position. 

On the ith day of December, 1863, Mr. 
Colfax was elected viva voce the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives, obtaining 
nine votes over the number necessary to 
secure his election—yvyiz: 101 out of 18}, 
being twenty-one votes over all his oppo- 
nents, 

Mr. Colfax is a self-made man, who, by 
force of his native powers, and in despite 
of the want of a classical education, has 
raised himself to the high position he now 
occupies. Asa speaker he is plain, dis- 
tinct, fluent and forcible. He is under the 
medium hight, rather slim and spare, large 
forehead, brown hair and eyes, pale face 
and good features.—N. Y. Herald, Dec. 9th.

The time spe- 
cified was too long, who (said he) can es- 
timate fully the results of the next ten 
years? During that time our extensive 
inines of mineral wealth, yet to be devel- 
oped, may make us one of thie richest and 
proudest of people, our valleys may teem 
with a large population, and Jordan and 
Bear Rivers and the great inland ocean on 
the mountain tops be filled with all man- 


ner of crafts bearing the rich products of 


the valleys and the moittutains from port 
to port. Yet itis proposed to grant away, 
now in advance, for» ten years to a char- 
tered company the right to control these 
waters, which should be devoted to gen- 
eral commerce in the use of the whole 
people. | 

Other members followed, pro and con, 
when the house got into rather a snarl 
on the. subject of parliamentary law. The 
motion to strike out the enacting clause 
having been seconded, Mr. Long offered 
an amendment to the bill. The trouble 
was that if the first motion prevailed,Mr. 
Long would have no chance to get his be- 
fore the house. 

The Speaker shook his head, and inti- 
mated that somebody or something’ was 
out of order. If the members had reflected 
a moment they would probably recollected 
that a motion to amend always (tn parla- 
mentary law) takes precedence of a mo- 
tion to killa bill. Mr. Long’s motton, 
therefore, was first in order, though made 
after the motion to strike out the enact- 
ing clause. The Speaker, however, put, 
the motion to “strike out” first. This was 
voted down, and the House then proceeded 
with the farther consideration of the bill, 
which after slight amendment was read a 
third time, and passed, the bill read and 
approved, and then sent to the Couneil 
for its action. 

The Minutes were read and approved. 

On motion of Mr. Farr, the House ad- 
journed at 5 p. m. to meet to-morrow 
(Wednesday,) at 1 p.m. Benediction by 
the Chaplain.

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THE ASSAULT ON MISSIONARY RIDGE. 

_ Many descriptions will doubtless be pre- 
sented and more written of the taking of 
Missionary Ridge, but I doubt whether 
any of them will do justice to the subject. 
Imagine after a fierce cannonading for 
five hours, twenty thousand men moving 
forward in three columns, two miles in 
length, preceded by the proportionate 
number of skirmishers, to assault a moun- 
tain ridge abruptly rising from two to 
three hundred feet, defended by a force 
derger than that making the assault, at 

he base by two parallels of rifle-pits, the 
crest by a grand line of battle, and artil- 
lery that rained its iron hail on the ad- 
vancing columns. The rifle-pits are taken 
seemingly with a bound. The skirmish-, 


ers, with an impetuosity that cannot be|& 


restrained, leap up the mountain side, their 
banners carried far in advance. All along 
the crest the artillery thunders, and volley 
after volley sweeps the slope. Now the 
three heavy columns of supports advance 
—an army with hundreds of battle-flags— 
moving with a steadiness and precision 
that realizes the idea of a truly grand mil- 
itary movement. Sweeping the slope 
with the eye, you see the Stars and Stripes 
planted and waved in many places; in 
cne it is carried far ahead of all others, 
by a gallant fellow who only stops to 
beckon on those he has outstripped. Thou- 
sands who see him mount up amid the hail 
of bullets and bursting shells, expect to 
see him go down every moment. The 
right, the left, the centre, go forward over 
ground plowed by the shots and shells of 
the enemy, and swept by their musketry. 
The ridge side is ribbed with the advanc- 
ing columns. Hundreds of flags glare to 
the sun. The cannonading is incessant. 
The crest of the ridge is a sheet of flame 
and smoke. How men can advance in the 
face of such a fire is a miracle. The crest 
is nearly reached—right above our men 
are the fortifications. To get into them 
would be like climbing to the roof from 
the window. It seems like certain death 
to attempt it. Itis done. The Stars and 
Stripes are planted on the very crest, and 
hundreds of men are in the works of the 
rebels, who flee just in time to escape the

The taking of Missionary Ridge by 
assault ought, according to military rule, 
have cost at least five thousand lives. It 
did not cost one-fourth of that number. I 
suppose this is measurably owing to the 
character of the ridge side, which deceived 
the rebels into firing over. 
our men seem to have been almost mirac- 
ulously preserved. Noone dreamed the 
right would be carried so easily. I am 
assured by prisoners that when Bragg’s 
forces saw our grand columus moving to 
the attack, and that in spite of the steep- 
ness of the ascent and the incessant fire 
they still moved right on, they were struck 
with awe and went out of their works 
when our men went in. The next half 
hour Bragg, with a rabble of an army, 
was in full retreat, burning and devas- 
tating everything in his rear. 


A, Breeinnixe.—President Lincoln has 
made a practical beginning*in the direc- 
tion indicated by his Amnesty Proclama- 
tion, by pardoning Gen. E. \W. Gantt, a 
repentant rebel of Arkansas. whose ad- 
dress +o the people of that State has been 
recently extensively published. Gen. Gantt 
is re-instated in all his rights of citizen- 
ship and pronerty, except to those relating 
to slaves. This case will serve to con- 
vince the rebels who are sick of secession, 
of the merciful disposition of the Presi- 
dent towards them, and induce thousands 
to accept of the terms tendered by the late 
proclamation.—J/linois State Journal.
